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COUNTY'S TAX 
AVERAGE LOW 


All-Purpose Total ‘i 
1986 Was $19.82 
Per Capita 


Per capita general county taxes for 
current purposes in El Dorado County 
averaged $13.29 for 1936-37, according 
to a study recently completed by Cali- 
fornia Taxpayers’ Association. In ad- | 
dition to this levy, the association 
stated, an average of $1.40 per capita 
was levied for bonds, $3.84 for current 
school purposes, $1.28 for school bonds, 
and 1 cent for county special districts. 
The total for county, school, and spe- 
cial district }purposes, the association 
stated, was $19.82 per capita. 

For the state as a whole. the asso- 
ciation found that the average per cap- 
ita levy for general county purposes 
for 1937-37 was $11.74, for county bonds 
70 cents, for current school purposes 
$8.68, for school bonds $2.87, and for 
special district taxes $1.23, the total 
average per capita taxes levied, exclus- 
ive of cities, being $25.22. 

In 24 California counties the total 
average per capita tax levy, exclusive | 
of cities, was higher than the state av- 
erage of $25.22 the association found. 
These counties were Alameda, Butte, 
Alpine, Colusa, Contra Costa, Glenn, 
Del Norte, Kern, Inyo, Kings, Los An- 
geles, Madera Merced, Modoc, Orange, 
Plumas, San Luis Obispo, Santa Bar- | 
bara, Sonoma, Sutter, Trinity, Ven- 
tura, Tuolumne and Yolo. 

Thirty-three counties showed aver- 
age levies below the state average. Of 
these, 13, El Dorado, Imperial, Lassen, 
Mono, Monterey, Nevada, Placer, San 
Benito, Santa Cruz, Siskiyou, Solano,

The degree of Doctor of Laws was 
conferred upon Gertrude Atherton by 
our state university Tuesday, Charter 
Day. In 1935 Mrs. Atherton re- 
ceived the degree of Doctor of Letters 
from Mills College and in 1925 she was 
awarded the degree of French Cheva- 
lier of the Legion of Honor. 

The degree of Doctor of Laws is con- 
ferred by American universities upon 
anyone who has made a valuable con- 
tribution to the community. Mrs. 
Atherton’s contribution is a literary 


one. She has covered over one hun- 
dred years of the social history of ' 
California in her novels. “Rezanoy” 


which deals with the period of 1806 
was her first California novel, then 
followed “The Californians,” “Patience 
Sparhawk,” “American Wives 
English Husbands,” “The Traveling 
Thirds,” “Ancestors,” “The Avalanche” 
and “The Sister-in-law.” 

She was writing “Rezanov” during 
the time of the San Francisco earth- 
quake and fire.
